Regulations Governing Class

Final arraogemeata have now been 
made for the uae of the Campus Rink, 

and tho team managers and team 
captains of the respective clasaea con- 
cerned are asked to meet at- the 
Union to-day at 6,16 p.m. to receive 
Bcbedules and timetahlee. Regula- 
tions governing the playing of games 
vrill also bo Issued and the Manager 
wants to meet every class manager 
and if possible every team captain, 
personally to explain their duties. 

It has been found necessary to cur- 
tail tho hours allotted to certain 
years for practice. The under clas.s 
men have been favored for the obvi 
ous reuon that they virlll probably 
remain to win honors for the Unlver 
sify on the Ice if they iiro given i 
chnnco to make good. They have 
also to put In their two full h^ourH 
a week in order to be exempt from 
gymnasium work. If they make places 
on teams. It vltl however be possible 
to rearrange the hours after the first 
week BO that all can get their two 
hours a week. Wherever possible 
second periods, even It short, will be 
arranged in the first two weeks after 
College reaumea. 

This rearrangement -bas been made 
so that the Rink may be nublet In 
order to reduce the deficit on opera 
tlon which has hampered the work 
In previous years, A number of 
hours have been rented, bnt th'ére are 
still houra available for renting and 
the Director ot-PhysIcal Education 
has the timetable and can make the 
necessary arrangements. 

There are also a number of earlier 
hours which can be arranged with 
th» MaDB«er fOr vractices, If any 
olasms feel . disappointed. There 
arc a aomber of classés who have 
morning and early afternoon Iioura 
free on their tables and can help out 
materially by taking these periods. 

There Is one important change in 
arrangements. Bvery roan who 
wishes to play hockey must be medi- 
cally examined. The Director of 
PhysU-al Education ha.i decided that 
no man who Is not In categories "A" 
or "B" can participate. Every roan 
will have to show his card to the 
Manager or his representative before 
going on, and If any one Is In a lower 
category there will be opportunity 
offered for lilm to he re- examined. 

It will be necessary for attendance 
records to be kept, and so that men 
will got a fair chance, and not bo 
overlooked, everyone who attends will 
be entered on a roll and a record kept 
of bis attendances. This will fiirnlsh 
permanent record.^ of tlio progress of 
the sport, and Is very Important from 
a statistical point o( view. To accom- 
plish this the class manager or

Dear Sir,— 
I am a reader of the "Daily" and 
regularly glance over the correspond- 
ence colusm with the mingled ^feel- 
ings of awo, bewilderment and even 
pain which may result ' Notwith- 
standing, here goea for what it is 
worth. 

Now tbi^ we have been at our work 
ft>r more 'than two montha what are 
we thinking about our progress to 
date and whero do we stand? Does 
the freshman see signs of bia dream 
of college materializing? It we may 
pry, what are the thbugbta of the 
senior as he looks ahead Impatiently 
to Spring and after — or perhaps back- 
wards If in the mood. Were we able 
to have both their statements before 
us, we would have food for thought 

"Yes, I approve of your going into 
Applied Soiënée my boy; something 
practical, that's It, that Is what the 
country needs to-day!" Was that 
what Dad said? Your own Imagina- 
tion ran riot aa you pictured science 
buildtnga filled with wheels and mo- 
tors: glorified giant modela of. things 
we lored in youth. Perhapa you are 
the man whose first requirement tn 
everything is vivillty and action and 
Incline to visions of stalwarts stalk- 
ing over the hills and plains in long 
Loi'ta, truaty tranalt on shoulder or 
perhapa a burrower In durk blilaldea 
for uncertain treaaure. 

Once upon a time men were known 
to havo entered Science with thought 
of monetary gain, but tills delttaion 
has power no more. 

The making of new friends, exhila- 
ration of spirits and close associations 
with professors, these were anticipa- 
tions most pleasurable. 

The man In Medicine or Law ia 
better informed as a rule concerning 
what Is ahead of him (i^cauao of the 
well-known cbaracteriatiea and ap- 
plications of the profession. But our 
frlenda in Arts are likely to find their 
ideas more ahstract. When asked 
by the practical husybody. "What are 
you gqlQl to bo?"*!)?^ u.niiatlsfaqtoiry' 
the reply seems. Hero we come 
back to'Dad's remaiics again. It is 
no great hazard to consider that not 
a few 'men arc in Science instead of 
Arts because of the difficulty of an- 
swering that question. Coming from 
school could we be expected to raallze 
all that was . in store for:ua In the 
more tinromatio partiouUtfa. Tha 
mixed mathematical barrage- in tho 
first years of Science is dlaconcert- 
Ing and who would have surmised 
that the first yeat in Arta would be 
a repltltion of High School with an 
exercise In Latin or French to do 
every night Medicine freshmen also 
are roused from dreams of vague hu- 
nimnltarianlsm by cold applicaUons nf 
hard facts in Physics, may we believe. 
We do come through in the end (some 
of ua) aomebow, but why do ao many 
fall by the way and why are we so 
often dissatisfied with the result when 
the relief from thq last examination 
has worn off. 

Is .the fault with ua or with the 
staff, or is it with our counaellors or 
frlenda. All may have* a share and 
perhaps it is idle to discuss the ques- 
tion, but my opinion la in part that 
most of us have rather dim ideas as 
to what life is really for and where 
our place Is. We might get more 
help from the university than we do, 
for it does make a differenoé, ■ 

Those with strong natural benU 
have their future more or less deter- 
mined, a fairly narrow well-defined 
path; but those of us of the average 
type, how can we know for certain 
the best. path to follow in the univor- 
sity. It is all very serene that those 
on Olympus watch with mild interest 
our meanderlngs and scamperings 
and blunderlngs, but It is ^reality 
enough to us. 

One has to make up one's own mind 
about •most things of course, and the 
university Is like a huge examination, 
it tries out our Judgments; it testa 
and judges; provides the material for 
learning, but not any lead. If your 
mind Is not. mature on entering col- 
lege, sclenlifla.eoursea. generally and 
ultra-specialised studies, particularly, 
haive a .narrowing effect and spoil 
one's perspective In many caaea. 

I speak from observation chiefly. 

This applies to Medicine to a lesser 
extent and to studies in Arta least of 
all. Should Va consider men truly 
educated and fit to make the beat of 
themselves who have the haslaat ideas 
of history and no historical perspec- 
tive, next to no knowledge of psycho- 
logy 111 natured terms with a few 
books called "Literature." It is not 
exaggeration to aay I believe froro 
conaiderabie observation, that about 
sevehty-flve per cent of men outside 
of Arts never darken the doors of our 
library In the four years. TIA ex- 
ceptions consist largely of pilgrims

Medicine could have courses from thé 
second and third year Arts Inserted 
replacing in Science the superfluous 
ahops and aome draughting room 
période and it tbo maOia waraYeduccl 
in quantity and intensified, incalcul- 
able good should result. Best of all 
a liberal Arta course should precede 
bJI other courses when funds permit 
"Time" to the well-balanced mind 
need not be a consideration here. 

The whole matter may be aummar- 
Ixed thus. About the beet a Science ; 
or Medical course can do Is to train i 
yon and idvo you information; It after ■ 
all, you are not trained (only Infor- 
mation); It Is a horrlblo waste. To 
those who are floundering along and 
are unoertatn, I would say— have a 
thorough mental stock-taking soon —

"The Board of Education of the 
City of Now Tor* Is announced to bo 
carrying o^ ';one of the most interest- 
Ins educational experiments on foot" 
in the way of "Tocational testing." 
By''thts method, girls from the eighth 
grade -of tïe elementary sohools are 
taken id "testing rooms" for two

He marrlfd sl.nrtly aficrwanl!', hut 
lived unhappily, nurl continued a.-; 
teacher until 1745, when he left the 
village and accepted a position in 
Hiccadiliy. Ho was always studying, 
and he masteicd tiowra] languages, 
and bis famo m a scholar was estah- 
llsbed. But amid these learned 
Inborn and inr.uirips it appears that 
be committed a crime not expected 
from a scholar whoK« dcairo for 
wealth is seldom covetoue. 

On the hill of l«>bruary, 1745. In 
conjunction with a map named 
Richard Houseman, a ^hocmaker, 
who was about to marry a rich wo- 
man, and who was advised by the 
conapiraitorK to tihow great wealth so 
as to urge the latly on. was murd««rcd. 
The victim had through a ruse ob- 
tained large sums of money, and on 
t)>U.ev«ntful evening be walked with 
tbo two criminals through a field 
a<Mir a cave, whore, accordinK to 
Houioman, who became King's <>vl- 
ddaee, Aram struck Clarke scvoral 
times and he neveV saw the deceased 
afterwards. 

The murdcrcrf divided the booty. 
Aram contlnut'<l to live In Piccadilly. 
Fourteen years elaDsod and nobody 
was able to rnruvel th«' mysterlous 
disappearance of Clart^p. 

But the 6odde8s of Justice could 
uot allow such a dastardly crime go 
linpunishcd, and tbp mystery waa 
noon to be solved. In 17 58. a laborer 
named Jones was employed to dig 
tor stono in the c^y« above men- 
llptind, and baring dug about two 
feet, he found the bones of a human 
body, still ktilt togotÛor by the liga- 
ments of the joints. " This Incident 
aroused great interest and curioeity. 
Rumors bocanic current that this was 
Clarke's body, and the coroner cailod 
an inquest. Added to this, Mrs, 
Aram bsd always hinted that Clarke 
.had been murdered, and at the in- 
quest she deposed that lluuiH'man and 
her husband committed the crime. 
Aram, who lived apart from his wife, 
was also unheard from, and was be- 
lieved to havo died. 

Houseman was soon found and 
^i^:ri»OW«d great norvouiiness, and 
.feiflially said that Aram murdered 
~'^]f^-Ciérké, and ns a result of thta con- 
'•'■.''. fewlon search was made for Eugene 
' 'Aram, who whs found occupying^tne 
position of usher in a school at Lynn. 
• in Norfolk. 

He was arrested and . brought to 
; : trial. Tbo orldence for the proeeeii- 
UOD the reader already knows from 
,^ ■ the above. Aram's dofence was re- 
: markable and rather ingenious. If 
onf reads it the talents of the 
)|i||ibner become apparent, and I will 
«àpie some passages. 
' He -said, addreaslng the court, "I 
tiave heard. My I>ord, tbo indictment 
read, wherein I find myself charged 
with the highest crime, with an 
inormity I am altogertber incapable 
a, fact, to tiie '-commission of 
wltlch there goea far more insenal- 
♦jlllty of heart, more profligacy of 
morals, than over fell to my lot; and 
nothing possibly could have admitted 
a^rMUmptlun of this nature, but a 
dujfuvlty not inferior to that Imputed 
t^ie. However, as I stand Indicted 
it yoijr lordship's bar, I have heard 
«rh»t is called evidence, adduced in 
support of such a charge. I very 
humbly solicit your lordship's pa- 
tience, and bog the hearing of this 
respectable audience, while, I, single 
and unskilful, destitute of friends, 
and unaKslst»"d hy counsel, say Forao> 
thing, jiorhaps liiio ar^'iment, In my 
defence.'.' • 
He continues, rfslatlt ? Incidents of

"Mankind is never corrupted at once. 
Villany is always progressive, and 
declines from right, step by step, till 
♦very regard of proWty is lost, and 
•very aense of moral - obligation 
totally perishes." He shows the ab- 
sence of motive on his part. Cites a 
case of another person who bad sud- 
denly disappeared, and asks tbo court 
whether any prosecution was com- 
menced against the person last seen 
with the absent man. 

He shows the court that the bones 
cannot be identified, they may be 
those of a male or femalv. The place 
In which they were found is one 
whore no criminal wotild bide a body, 
as It was a bermUago. The mere fact 
that the skull was broken docs not 
prove death by violence, and the 
prisoner says, "The remains o< Wil- 
liam l..ord Archbishop of this province 
were taken up in . 1732, and although 
the skull was broken, yet he died 
from no violence." His arguments 
consisted of many facts tending to 
prove that the body wasn't .that of 
Clarke 

This address created a very con- 
biderablti impression in the court, and 
the learned Judge, after summing up 

the evidence most carefully, observed 
the prisoner's defence to bo one of 
ih».' niOKl Ingenious pieces of reason- 
ing, that had ever fallen under bis 
notice. The Jury brought in. a ver- 
dict of Uuilty. The sentence of 
death was passisd, and after convie- 
Mon lu- confessed the Justice of his 
.'•cni'Mici' to the clBrgyman attending 
liini A.->ked why ho committed the 
crime, he said he had reason to be- 
lieve that (;iarkc had unlawful inter- 
course with his wife,, and thought all 
th« lime ho had tiie right to murder 
him. 

The night before his end, he at- 
tempted to commit suicide by cutting 
his arm with a razor. In the morn- 
ing;, on being led to the scaffold this 
fact was noticed, and a surgeon, ex- 
amining the wound, said it was seri- 
ous, and the Ill-fated man's life seems 
to havo l)cen prolonged for a suffi- 
cient length of time, so that he would 
not escape from the ignominious 
death he dreaded. 

So ended the life of a person who 
has be<'n the cause of a "Colobrated 
Trial." Many people havo attempted 
to prove his Innocence, but surely his 
coufession is sufficient proof of his 
guilt. The moral of this event, as a 
certain poet has pointed out, is: 

'* .Murder! — ^though it hath no 

tongue will apeak 

With a most rolrMuloua organ."

The first meeting of the Theologi- 
cal Undergraduate Society was held 
last night In the Presbyterian Col- 
lege. This initial meeting proved to 
be quite successful, and though the 
attendance was not large, those men 
who were present thoroughly enjoyed 
the splendid address by Capt. S. W. 
Jones on "Coming Canadians," and 
entered into the various discussions 
in a lively and an energetic manner. 

Mr. N. E. Peterson acted as chair- 
man of the meeting, and In a few 
words showed the need for co-opera- 
tion among the Theological Colleges. 
He said that the society would begi? 
In an unpretentious manner and that 
they would depend on tho enthusiasm 
of the members to ftiako it a strong 
and efficient society; and, he added, 
that the society would endeavor to 
develop all phases of the Theological 
student's life, 

Dr. Gordon then led In prayer. A 
abort business meeting was held, in 
which the membersbip of the society 
was discussed, and it was determined 
to submit the constitution of the 
society to tho momhers of the Joint 
Faculty of the Theological Oolleges. 
Mr. U. Scott outlined the condition 
of tho Polish students, and proposed 
that the Theological Undergraduate 
Society should endeavor to send aid 
to these men. 

It was agreed that the Theological 
Colleges should do all in their power 
to aid the Polish students. 

Mr. Peterson then introduced Capt. 
Jones. Cavt. Jones has an intimate 
knowledge of the Immigration Ques- 
tion. His address was full of interest- 
ing facts, and he preeented the prob- 
lems resulting from immigration In a 
clear and forclttle manner. He him- 
self was once an immigrant, and 
since his arrival in Canada has had 
much to do with immigration ques- 
tions. 

The immltration problem can be 
regarded from three standpoints, he 
said— Economie, social .and human. 

He said tb»t th*.ooonomic problem 
was one of great importance, eapeci- 
ally to students, for it affected all 
phases of our country's life. 

Most foreigner* Mme to Canada 
Ui<9' greater opportunities 
this oountry attords, he said, but they 
give rise to many economic problems 
when they do arrive, such as trans- 
portation, bousing, their relations to 
trade unions, etc. He said that more 
skilled workmen are coming to Can- 
ada now than before' the war, and 
that most of them are grown men and 
women whose education will not be a 
burden to the country. The foreign- 
ers invario/bly send all the money 
they can back to their relations In 
:he Old Country, but in spite of that, 
the tolls on Immigration exceed the 
costs of immigration, and thus bene- 
fits the country. 

In referring td the social problem 
In relation to immigration,. Capt. 
.lones said that the foreigners came 
to Canada because of the greater free- 
dom here, and said that they gener- 
ally crowded Into the cities where 
some of their countrymen already 
were. 

- Education, he said; was a great 
social problem. The foreigner must 
bo educated, he must learn English 
before ho could l)ecome a part of our 
national life, ' Many foreigners 
neglected to take out naturalization 
papers, he said, because the goyeruT 
ment 'did not hold naturalization as 
important as they should. 

Since the war, lie -said, regulations 
have been made more strict, and not 
so many undesirables are now being 
received. One great fault of the 
Canadiaiis, he said, was that we did 
not mix with the foreign element of 
our population, 

' The greatest-number of immigrants 
came to this country in 1913. During 
the war many less came, but tho 
possiblljlties are that next year will 
exceeiï all records, lintnigrahts cftme 
from nearly all European countries, 
he said. - ' They were composed of 
nearly all classes of men, and they 
spread themselves over Canada from 
east to west. 

There are certain testa tho Immi- 
grants must pass. . They must' be 
medically fit, they must be able to 
read, and they must havo a certain 
amount of money with them. Many 
people were feJected at Canadian 
ports, and, he said, now the authori- 
ties are trying to have them ex- 
amined before they leave their hom--8, 
In order to save them much disap- 
pointment and tboubie. 

Those who belong to our late 
enemy coiintries cannot enter. Can- 
ada, he' said, and oVing to tbe ''con- 
tinuous Journey" clause, immigrants 
must como direct to Canada from 
their homeland. ^

UNIVERSITY VOTES. 



Senate WUl Not Admit Wo- 
men To Degrees-^ Plans 
Blejected.

The result of the voting by the 
senate as to whether women "^are fo 
be admitted to full membership of 
the university was decided, the vote 
being: against admission, 904: in 
twyor, 712; majortty against. 192. 

in 1897, when a vote was taken on 
the question of conferring degtees on 
women, the poll was much 'lighter, 
namely: In favor, 662; against, 713; 
majority against, 51. The recent 
vote was not only to allow women to 
take degrees, bût also to enable them 
to become inembers ot the 'senate, 
with pra'cttcailly 'all the privileges of 
men. 

The voting was held, according to 
the usual custom, a considerable time 
after the discussions on the subject, 
for the purpose of allowing non-resi- 
dent members of the university time 
to consider the full report of the de- 
bates prior to registering their vote. 

The basis for the discussion was the 
report made by a commission, speci- 
ally appointed last I$ecembar, to "con- 
sider, the relation of the women stu- 
dents to the uniYersltjr." The com- 
mission waa unable to arrive at a 
general agreement and two reports 
were presented to the senate in May. 
The first report, that upon Which tho 
voting tooli place, advocated the 
granting to the women students of 
full membership' of the university; 
the second recommended the estab- 
lishment of an Independent women's 
unlversitr. with power to grant its 
own degrees, 

The former proposal having now 
been negatived, voting will, It "la ex- 
pected, tsike place lalter on the latter 

While at an earlier stage of the dis- 
cussions, a majority of the senate waa 
unquestionably in favor ot adopting 
the firat recommendation, subsequent 
debates revealed considérations, which 
seemingly changed many opinions; In 
particular the fact that the present 
overcrowded condition of the univer- 
sity would indicate the probability of 
a dilemm» artàiiiÉ'ahould a large In- 
flux ot women- students take place.
